Mrs. Herbert W. Mwigel'a address 
before the ^oman'e club and visit- 
ors at the parish house yesterday 

afternoon on the subject of "Public 
Schools", in substance was a plea for 
the divorce of the school system from 
politics and she said the Non-Parti- 
san School league waa the only In- 
stramantality capable of accomplish- 
ing sBch a desirable result. Aa the 
result of her Illuminating addrees, a 
revival of the movement toward* or- 
ganising a permanent Non-Partlsan 
rul)lic .S(linol league, which 1i,is re- 
mained (lormaiii since the last meet- 
ings of the local organiaation, la ex- 
pected immediately. 

Vra. Mengal, who la m woman of 
attractlvb peraonallty and physique, 
spoke for an hour to an attentive 
audience which taxed the capacity of 
the parisli house. The women were 
argely in the majority, bat Mayor 
Yeiser and several city offlclals, with 
a score of business men heard her 
addrees. At the close in aa open dis- 
cussion Bugene Oravaa in a abort 
speech pledged himself, it alactMl to 
the leglelatnre, to follow the recom- 
mendations of the Woman'a elab in 
school matters, so far as practicable. 
H. C. Rhodes, president of the Com- 
mercial club, and J. 0. Miller ad- 
dressed the audience briefly. 

Mrs. waiter Smith, of the city 
played a piano solo. 

Mrs. Mengel was inirodncd by 
Mrs. Henry Overbey In a spec h rele- 
vant to the occasion. Mis .\1. m;. l 
plungejl Into her subject and through- 
out bar remarks, the impreMlon was 
given that her store, of Information 
on tbe subject was not ithausted.

Playgrounds 
where the children could get thai 
broadar adneatloa which play, the 
mimicry of Ufa, glvaa to the young, 
she thought were essential. Medical 
Inspection was revealed by her re- 
marks to be a vital necessity, from 
the mingling of children when some 
are not well and it is now lecogui?.- 
ed that disease finds no Inner jilace 
for becoming ppidemlc than in the 
school room. The care of the eyes 
which wUh the hearing often ac- 
counted for backward pupils, is one 
of tbe largest considerations urgent 
to medical Inspection. Only scientific 
knowledge can 'seat the pupils prop- 
erly, provide for ventilation, light, 
and sanitation. After treating of the 
actual conditions, Mrs. Mangel turn- 
ed her attention to remedying them. 

OraanliatioB of mothara' dtiba to 
gat in touch with the (aachara and 
the school room, she said, was the 
best way. But Interest In the schools 
themselves must first be aroused and 
this ^ould be done hardly in any 
other way than by a public aehool 



league. She said Interest easily could 
be aroused, for the tova of the 
sdhoola ia as deep aa any principle 

of Americanism. The children, she 
thought should be taken from the 
homes, the streeta and the work- 
shops and put In schools, and if our 

present facilities are Inadequate, they 
should be enlarged and lure Mrs. 
Mengel received applause for her re- 
marks about the men. She thought 
politics Is the bane of the schools 
and that snmller achool boards 
wonid be better. 

Statistics show that Kentucky Is at 
the head of the list In the states In 
enrollment, but in attendance and 
the length of school terms, especially 
as regards the rural sihools. tbe 
state la near the bottom. Interest in 
onr local aehoola ta nacaaaary, but 
wa shoald navar let onr vialoa fall to 
Include the rural dlatricta. Closing, 
Mrs. Mengel reiterated tlie Idea of 
divorcing the schools from politics 
and of educating the public interest 
through a non-partisan organiza- 
tion.

At the same time, 
the plan of the park oomnrlaalon, th« 
residents, and the traction cempanjr 
to make west Jeltarson street a 
magniflcent boulevard, w'a<; ' v d 
and when the street and i^: 
committees acting with the park com- 
mission and city engineer, draw up 
plans and specifications of the pro- 
posed beauilfication of Jefferson 
street from Fountain avenue to 
Twenty-fifth atraat the aldermen 
will enthusiastically endorse tha 
idea. Tbe resolution to that effect 
was not in shape to be Introduced 
last night and waa referred as stat- 

ed. «.",^H 

'I'll.- .-'. ill oii' 11,.,] the plan of con- 
terttng Jetrerson street from Nine- 
teenth to Twenty-atth streets Into a 
boulevard, yesterday. Aa perfected 
late yesterday afternoon, ,th« plan 
will be to p:ace under the control of 
the park commission, seven feet on 
each side of the traction comiKiny'!? 
right of way, making the total 
width of this si)ace In the center of 
the boulevard, 30 feet for the 
tracks und graas plots. A concrete 
curb and gutter to be paid for, half 
by the property owners and half by 
the traction coapasy, will be laid 
along each aide of tha park strip. 
This virtually divides Jefferson street 
into two streets with a park down 
the renter. SulBclent space to allow 
the traction company to double 
track is already owned by the com- 
pany and as under the propoaed Im* 
provements, no crossing could ho 
done m between atreet intersactlona. 
the necessity of lowering its traclu 
will not devolve on the traction com- 
[lany Itules. compelling driving to 
lli,^ rirlit going and coming, would 
make the 20 feet streets on either 
side of the park, ample for all par* 
poses. 

As the traction company and tha 
Gregory Heights companjr open Jef* 
ferson street toward Tba Pines, tha 
Improvements will ha axtandad, so 

that In the course of a year or two, 
.Tcffcrson boulevard would be a 
miagntflcent driveway. Then when 
Tenth street Is Ircatejl similarly as 
far as the 100 feet width extends, the 
city will have two boulevards going 
through the city and contributing 
Incalculably to ita appaarancO, Tho 
city traaaury wUl not tael tha coat of 
either Of the two proposed Improve- 
ment=. as the Jefferson afreet Im- 
provement will be paid for by the 
property owners abutting and the 
traction company; and Tenth ."Ireet 
will be Improved out of the ai.por- 
tlonmeni made to the park commis- 
sion by the atate legialature. Botk 
will be realities within less than a 
year. Dr. Murrell. president of tha 
park commission, addrcfaed the al- 
dermen and said that he had raised 
$2.:;eO toward erecting a base for 
,1 fine IpiDiize statue that will be 
presinlc'l to tlie ehy by New York 
relatives of a former Paducah cltl- 
sen, which will be placed in tha 
Lang park. He expecU to 
raise $3,500 for the base. At tha 
Broadway entrance to Tenth street 
park the women will erect a hand- 
some dlnklng fountain, and Inside tho 
park, walks and settees will afford 
the public a raatftU ratreat at all 
times. i ,

mary schools of San Francisco was

L«gls:attTe power is distributed 
upon some snbjeru tho nationa; lei.; 
Islattire has authority. .lu.llclal jiow 
er is dislriiiiileil; In some cases the 
fefleral Kiiiris have rujiisdshr aereet 
federal eouit.s iiave Jnrisdii tioii ; in 
other eases the state courts have Ju- 
Tisdli ioii. Executive power la dda- 
Uttiuted; in some flelds the sUte ex 
ocntlve is to att. The treaty-making 
power is not dlatrlbuled; it Is all 
vested In the national government; 
no part of It is vesti'd in or reserved 
to the states. In international affairs 
theie arc no states; there la but one 
nation, acting In direct re:atlon to 
and reproseuiation of every citizen 
In every state. Every treaty made 
under the authority of the United 
Statea Is made by the national kov- 
ernment, as the direct and so:,' reii- 
reseiitatlve of every citizen of tho 
United States residing in California 
equally with every <iti2;en of the 
United States residing elsewhere. It 
la, of course, conceivable that, un- 
der pretense of exercising the treaty-

DiKing the entire history of the 
ri»i ted Slates provisions ot this de- 
scription have been Included In our 
treaties of friendship, < oninieree.and 
navigation with practl<ally all the 
oilier iiallons of tho world. .Such 
jirovislons had lieeii from time im- 
memorial the siioj. ct of (le.itv agree- 
ments among the nations of Europe 
before American independence; and 
the power to make such provisions 
" is exercised without question by 
tlu> contlnent'al congress in the treat- 
ies which It made prior to ilie adop- 
tion of our COnstllutiou. Tlie tie.ny 
of I77S with Prance, marl.- le tween 
Ihe most christian Uiii;; .mil the lit 
tlnltPd States of North America by 
name contained auch provisions. So 
did tho treaty of 1782 between their 
high mightinesaes the states-general 
of the UniteA Netherlands and the 
l:; United States of America by 
name. 

The treaty of 17S5 with Prussia,

It Is not open to dou'bt that when 
I lie delegates of these 13 statea con- 
ferred the power to make l eaties up- 
on the new national gnvi ; nni. iit In 
tie broadest possible teinis and 
without any words of llnilla 'oM, the 
Hiibjecis about which they th : !

The treaty of July 28, 1808. be- 
tween the United States and China 
— the celebrated Burlingame treaty 
— contained, In the sixth article, a 
provision in the very words of the 
Japanese treaty. That article pro- 
\ ided ; 

"Citizens of the United Statea vis- 
Itlii!!; or resi(ilni» in China shall en 
Joy the same privilege, immunities 
or exemptions In respect to travel or 
residence as may there be enjoyed 
by the citlsens or subjects of the 
most favored nation. Jk$i, reciprocal- 
ly. Chinese subjects visiting or re-

Regarding the aame treaty the 
supreme court of the United States 
remarked.

Since the ri(hta. privileges, 
and immunities, both of person and 
property, to be accorded to forelgn- 
er.s in our country and to our citi- 
zens in foreign countries are a prop- 
er sni.jeil of treaty provision Ami 
within tbe limits of tbe treaty-mak- 
ing power and -in - such rights, 
privileges and immunities may be
